To be fully 
effective as a bug rcpeller it should be 
used very freely, in fact an inch deep 
around the plant. Just before the 
plant-3 arc ready to drop over to begin

A short time ago a Milwaukee 
gentleman conceived the idea that 
"shiners" might be preserved and 
bottled for shipment to the sections 
where fish abound. This spring for 
the first time this bait has been placed 
on sale, and if the sales of the local 
dealers form any criteron this Milwau- 
kee gentleman in a few years will 
have "money to burn."* 


The minnows used are ot the '•shi- 


ner*; variety, three to four inches in 
length and are put up in bottles, the 
number of minnows to each bottle 
varying fron a dozen to fifteen accor- 
ing to their size. The solution used 
preserves them as natural as life 
and hardens them jnst a trifle, there- 
by making them more lasting than 
live minnows, which at the best re- 
main so only a short time after being 
placed oa a hook, and are easily torn 
away.

that they are '-just the thing."—

The use of insoluble phosphates, 
riietiier in the form of phospUaue reck 
or of the so-called Thomas slag, has 


* been a bone of contention or de- 


batable matter, not only among the sci- 
entific men, but the practical farmers. 
The former have questioned whether 
the iusoiubie phosphate could be of aay 
'value as plant food, and some of the 
farmers have claimed that their crops 
were very much benefited by it. Al- 
though we have not tested it, our opin- 
ion leads us to be-!!eve that the farmers 
are right, and those who rely only en 
scientific principles may be wrong. We 
do not place suiiicieiu coniideace la the 
power of the soil and the action of 
frosts, rain and summer heat 
upon 


what are someilait-s called 
insoluble 


fertilizers. We know little of the power 
that these elements exert, and when to 
the natural ek-uiencs of the soil tlu-re 
may be added the effect of ilecoajposing 
vegetable 
matter, either as s'abie 


manure or as green manure plowed uu- 
der, Tve caa only say that we think they 
have much effect in making soluble not 
only phosphatic but other mineral ele- 
ments in the soil. Those who have used 
the finely ground rock or Thomas slag 
upon iiehis which had received a liberal 
dressing of stable manure, or had been 
treated with a green crop plowed under, 
are so unanimously in its favor that we 
cannot doubt but that the so-called in- 
soluble phosphates do become soluble 
in the soil under certain conditions, de- 
pending upon the soil or the treatment 
it has received.—Massachusetts Plough- 
man.

SelectiiJET Calves. 


Pracilf-.il Farmer gives this 


me-thofl of selecting calves to raise. 
which is followed, by many successful 
dairymen: Turn the little ca3f on Its 
back and see that it has four well- 
placed teats — ta.it is. wide apart— and 
two rudinsentarles. or ex^ra teats. 
Xext see that it lias a large adder cord. 
which you can feel on the side, rub- 
bing finger back and forth. Such, parts 
are made In proportion, and a large 
udder indicates that the calf when-ft 
becomes a cow will carry a largo ud- 
der, because a large cord Is necessary 
to hold this up. Xext look :n the calf's 
mouth, nii-i If there are eight teeth, 
well through, you can safely raise- thai 
eaJf. If there are only two teeth put 
through, reject the calf, because, as a 
rule, this indicates that the constitu- 
tional vigor of the mother was not 
sufficient to mature the calf fully be- 
fore it was born. Such a calf will be 
likely to have a weak vitality when it 
grows tip as well as during Its younger 
days. 


Diseases of Plants. 


Diseases of plants are difficult to pre- 


vent unless rotation of crops Is prac- 
ticed. To allow the same kind of crop 
two or more years in succession on a 
plot of land promotes the Increase of 
insects and spreads diseases of certain 
plants in the soil. For instance, when 
a. crop of potatoes is attacked by dis- 
ease the land should be given up to 
some other crop the next year, as the 
planting of 
potatoes on land upon 


Proper Packing of Fruit. 


The finer varieties of fruit should be 


packed In boxes. When barrels are used 
the best fruit is injured by overpress- 
iiig. The fruit must be picked at the 
right time. Last year a lot of the North- 
ern Spys -were picked so early that very 
serious loss Is the result, becar.se tht^ 
•warm weather has ruined their keepliig 
qualities. 
The question of grading is 


too large a one to deal with here. Great 
care is necessary In grading, and the 
work -will be rendered much easier by 
having a large quantity of the or.t- vari- 
ety. In facing the barrel pick out fruit 
that Is fairly representative of tho con- 
tents of the barrel. Place the smaller 
apples on the outside and the larger 
ones in the center. The picking should 
be done very carefully, 
care being 


taken not to bruise the apples by drop- 
ping. Care mus be exercised in jarring 
or shaking the barrel in filling, so as to 
get the contents we:I shaken nii.-I 
t-> 


avoid slackness, an j at tlie sarue ti:n« 
not bruise the fruit.

complished by giving a trembling mo- 
tion to th<_- barrel In hauling to the sta- 
tion a pprinir wagon should be used, 
otherwise the fruit may be r.ruSst.I In 
that war.

Any good second bottomed ground 


such as you would use for potatoes or 
corn will answer. The groaad should 
be plowed four weeks before ulantiag 
time. About oae week after it is plow- 
ed g-j on it with a disk and disk it as 
deep as plowed. Then go over it with 
a boat. Do this two or three times 
oefore planting. Just before planting 
narrow it well, then boat it. after 
which mark it out about six feet wide 
drill the seed ia aottoo thick, say sev- 
eral ^seeds every four or six inches 
apart. A good way as any is to drill 
them by hand. One man can plant 
aa acre in a very short time in this 
vray. Just as the plants are coming 
through the ground is the time the 
bugs do their work. Thea is when 
vou caa use your bug remedy, such as 
vrood ashes, road dust or tobacco dust 
and bone meal. We would suggest 
taat tobacco dust and bone meal be 
used. 
Mix them together and use 


freeiy. It is a good bug repelle*- aad 
also a number one fertilizer for the 
plants 
no matter how 
rich the 


ground may be. There is absolutely 
no danger of hurting the plaatsby an 
over dose of this remedy. To be fully 
effective as a bug repeller it should be 
used very freely, in fact aa inch deep 
around the plant. Just before the 
plants are ready to drop over to begia 
to vine go through with hoe and thia 
oiu to about two plants every ten or 
twelve inches.—Ex.
